Investigation of harbor affairs, 


which both sides to the controversy 
are attempting to get before the 
grand jury, developed yesterday into 
a petty labor-union war between the 
walking delegates in the harbor dis- 


‘trict and the bosses of the Central 


Labor Council. 

The harbor bosses are attempting to 
grab control of the labor market on 
harbor work, but the Central Labor 
Council gang, headed by such pa- 
triotic “citizens and taxpayers’ as A. 
J. Mooney, E. J. Hendricks, Red“ 
Gore, “Red” Fennessy and others, 
want the right not only to supply all 
harbor work with union-card men, but 
to dictate appointments, rules and 


regulations, as well. 

E. H. Sleeper, who is an incident in 
the harbor fight by reason of the fact 
that his dismissal for cause from the 
service precipitated the battle that is 
now on, will file a long list of charges 
with the District 
through his own attorney, Arthur L. 
Veltch. 

President Woodman of the Harbor 
Commission announced last night that 
charges against Sleeper and others 
will be placed in the hands of the Dis- 
trict Attorney today. Both sides 
worked far into the night to prepare 
the charges and submit what evidence 
has been gathered in support thereof. 

Attorney Veitch declared last night 
that the charges of Sleeper and others 
are not intended to show criminal] in- 
tent on the part of any member of the 
Harbor Commission or attache of the 
department. Rather, he said, the 
charges are along the line of extrava- 
gance, waste, mismanagement and in- 
efficiency in the administration of har- 
bor affairs. 

“While we have about fifty-eight 
charges against the harbor depart- 
ment,” said the attorney, “there are 
only eight or nine phases which we 
expose. We will hand a resume of the 
entire affair to Deputy District Attor- 
ney Woolwine Wednesday.” 

After a conference with Deputy 
Woolwine, it may be decided to refer 
the entire matter to the Criminal 
Complaints Committee of the grand 
jury. Altheugh there is no accusa- 
tion of criminal action against any 
one of those accused of wrongdoing in 
harbor affairs, it is declared by all 
sides that the investigation is with- 
in the province of the grand jury be- 
cause of the reflection upon public 
officials. | 

President Woodman takes the post- 
tion that his charges against some of 
those who have been active in stir-: 
ring up the harbor rvmpus are by no 
means in the nature of retaliation. 
He has gathered a great deal of evi- 
dence to support the position he took 
when he discharged Sleeper from the 
superintendency of construction.

Be- 
sides I cannot see, with the scant 
number of officers in the regular army 
and the National Guard calling upon 
a full complement, where we would 
get the offieers to command 400,000 
citizen soldiery.
